Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
spoke at a hearing of the U.S. 
House Natural Resources 
Committee for a second time yes- 
terday to encourage lawmakers to 
support off-reservation Indian 
gaming. 

Lambert was one of several 
elected officials from Michigan to 
speak in support of two bills that 
would pave the way for casinos in 
Romulus and Port Huron. Detroit 
Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick and his 
mother, Rep. Carolyn Cheeks 
Kilpatrick (D-Detroit), spoke in 
opposition to the measure. 

“In December of 2003, Romulus 
had a referendum vote asking our 
residents if they would want a 
casino development in the City of 
Romulus,’ Lambert read from his

There may be quite a bit of 
interest in two open seats on the 
Romulus Community Schools 
Board of Education now that an 
incumbent is retiring. 

With only a week remaining to 
file for election, one resident has 
filed the necessary petitions to 
seek a four-year term on the 
seven-member board, and one 
other has obtained petitions. 

One who will not be seeking 
re-election is Betty Lenossi, who 
is retiring. Board Trustee Tom 
Kuderik has obtained nominat- 
ing petitions for the seat, and 
Danielle Funderburg, a parent 
and former candidate, has also 
filed for election, according to 
Rendell Wooden, the city elec- 
tions clerk. 

“There hasn’t been too much 
activity because it’s early,’ she 
Sald. 

Romulus board members are 
elected at large on a staggered 
schedule. Two board terms open 
each year, with a singular board 
member up at the end of each 
cycle. Board members direct pol- 
icy at the district, which has a $21 
million budget and about 4,400 
students. 

In the past several years, 
board members have struggled 
with balancing the district books 
amid up-and-down funding from 
the state, and a difficult enroll- 
ment situation. 

Some of those issues were 
resolved in part when the district 
introduced Schools of Choice, 
which allows some students who 
live outside the district to attend 
classes in Romulus. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Carl Weiss reports directly to the 
board. 

Funderburg has sought the 
seat twice before, but narrowly 
missed being elected. She was 
unavailable for comment 
Tuesday. 

Kuderik was also unavailable 
for comment Tuesday.

prepared statement. “The resi- 
dents overwhelmingly voted in 
favor of allowing a casino develop- 
ment in the city limits. 

“T believe, as do the residents of 
Romulus, that this casino would 
be a benefit to the city of Romulus, 
and would also provide huge ben- 
efits to the entire region, as well as 
the state of Michigan,” he said. 

Last month, the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs dealt a setback to 
proponents of a $250 casino Friday 
by rejecting the Hannahville 
Indian community application to 
place several acres of land near 
Interstate 94 and Vining Road ina 
trust that would pave the way for 
an Indian casino to operate on 
land not deemed a reservation. 

The bureau determined that 
the 9-acre parcel of property in 
Romulus is too far from tribe’s 
ancestral lands in Michigan’s

Upper Peninsula to positively 
impact reservation life. 

There is also an opportunity for 
the Sault Tribe to possibly bring a 
casino to Romulus or Monroe 
through an agreement signed by 
former Gov. John Engler to resolve 
an Indian gaming lawsuit and land 
claim, but federal approval would 
still be needed to move forward on 
that project. 

However, other opposition has 
cropped up. Detroit officials 
believe a casino in Port Huron 
and Romulus would negatively 
impact patronage at the three 
casinos within the city, thereby 
creating over-saturation in the 
market. 

Lambert has said publicly he 
believes a casino in the city would 
have little effect on Detroit casi- 
nos, and he reiterated that point 
yesterday.

The kindly bus driver who 
helped the Romulus School Board 
drive policy is letting someone else 
take a turn at the wheel. 

Betty Lenossi, the three-term 
school board member who was also 
a long-term district employee, said 
she will not seek a fourth term on 
the seven-member board. 

“It’s true, I am retiring,” said 
Lenossi, 75. “I’m going to be 76 
years old next month, and cam- 
paigning takes a lot of work. 

“There are a lot of people who 
wanted to campaign for me. But I 
felt that if you really want some- 
thing, you can't delegate it to others 
to do for you. Its just time to go.” 

Lenossi was elected to the 
school board 12 years ago. She 
wanted to serve on the board while 
she was still employed as a bus 
driver, but she was told she would

have to resign her position. 

“T wasn’t ready to leave, but I 
always wanted to run,” she said. “I 
put in 29 years at the school dis- 
trict, and I was asked by so many 
people to run.” 

It turned out to be a good choice 
for Lenossi. She was able to defeat 
a popular incumbent, Debra 
Hoffman, and has been re-elected 
twice. 

During three terms, Lenossi 
said she’s seen quite a few changes.

Committee, which analyzes the 
amount of money department 
heads and elected officials should 
be paid, recommended no increase 
in the $9,396 city council members 
are currently paid to attend city 
meetings.

More non-stop flights announced 

Northwest Airlines has announced it will now offer non-stop. 
flights from Detroit to Wichita, Kan. The new flight marks the third 
new, non-stop destination added from Detroit Metro Airport in the 


The Wichita announcement came on the heels of thepreviously- 
announced Northwest plans to begin daily non-stop flights from 
Detroit to both Monterrey, Mexico, and London Heathrow Airport. 
All three cities are important business markets for the companies 
that power Detroit's economic engine, according to Lester Robinson, 
the CEO of the Wayne County Airport Authority. 

‘The flurry of new route announcements in such a short time is a 
big vote of confidence in Metro Detroit,’ he said. ‘These new flights 
will provide even greater opportunities for southeast Michigan tray- 
elers, especially as we build-up to the launch of daily, nonstop flights 
from Detroit to both Shanghai and Beijing in early 2009.” 

Ford Motor Co. has substantial manufacturing operations in the 
Monterrey area, while Wichita is a major center for aerospace manu- 
facturing. Heathrow Airport is the busiest airport in Europe and the 
preferred gateway to Europe’s largest city and financial capital, he 
added. The Detroit-Wichita flights will begin May 2. Flights from 
Detroit to London Heathrow are set to begin on May 1. 

In mid-2007, Northwest Airlines and China Southern Airlines 
announced plans to begin new, daily, non-stop flights connecting 
Detroit with Shanghai and Beijing, respectively. When the new 
China flights begin in early 2009, Detroit Metro will feature non-stop 
flights to five of Asia’s largest business centers, as well as 13 daily 
flights to six cities in Europe and service to six destinations in 
Mexico, according to information provided by the airport.

The Canton Township Planning Commission made a good compromise 
on Monday with several amendments proposed for the master plan. 

The commissioners voted to expand their tool box, so to speak, but 
declined to apply those tools to any specific areas—yet. 

The proposed changes include developing an office-residential zoning 
classification to use on parcels that are otherwise difficult to develop. 
Before that, it was either or The other change involved eliminating resi- 
dential zoning from the mixed-use pattern along the south side of 
Michigan Avenue—which is emerging as a new commercial corridor in 


Canton. 


What they declined to do was apply the residential-office designation to 
several plots of land along Ford Road, west of Canton Center Road. That 
was suggested by planning staff but nearly unanimously opposed by resi- 
dents in the area, including those of the upscale Cobblestone Ridge subdi- 
vision, which would have been an island between the two uses. 

We can see the justification for it: office space is one market that has 
been at a near premium lately, particularly along Ford Road in Canton. 

Still, the west side of the township has always been talked about as a 
more rural part of the community. Lots are supposed to be larger, the 
houses further apart, to soften the entrance into the community. 

Plenty of residents showed up at the meeting on Monday. Many were 
repetitive, but they got their point across and the planning commission lis- 
tened. They most likely would have made the same choice had nobody 
shown up—they take their master planning very seriously—but it’s nice to 
know that they are thinking about the future and keeping the current resi- 


dents happy, too.

Hows OuR CAMPAIGN TO PoRTRAY 
MICHIGAN AS A RELEVANT, VITAL. 
GROWING STATE COMING ALONG? 






Throughout the course of his political career, State 
Sen. Bruce Patterson has earned a reputation of solv- 
ing problems in a way that makes long term sense. 

So it’s no surprise that officials in Northville 
Township turned to him when they suspected that the 
developers of the former Northville Psychiatric 
Hospital site might to try annex the property to a 
neighboring municipality—specifically, the City of 
Livonia. 

It’s no surprise, either, that Patterson saw the poten- 
tial for a problem, not just in Northville, but in town- 
ships across the State of Michigan and reacted with 
proposed legislation to solve the overall problem. 

His legislation, drafted during the past several 
weeks, was introduced in committee Tuesday morning. 
He hopes to have the Senate vote on it this week and 
send it to the House next week. That’s pretty quick 
action, and it comes at a good time, too. 

For the record, the developers, Real Estate 
Interests, Inc. and Schostak Brothers Construction 
(REIS) have never publicly said they intend to annex 
the property. The closest they've come is to say: ‘not at 
this time’ or ‘no comment.’ Like township officials, I 
have my doubts. Why else would you install ‘security 
personnel’ on the property and then have them regis- 
ter to vote? If recent incidents are any indication, it’s 
not to provide security. Perhaps they’re just using the 
situation as a way to increase their bargaining power. 

The underlying issue, however, still remains. 





If you were one of the handful of people who didn't 
catch the Super Bowl on Sunday, you missed what 
might go down as the biggest but greatest upset in all of 
professional sports. 

The wild card New York Giants upset the undefeat- 
ed New England Patriots, 14-10, in one of the best 
Super Bowls in recent memory. 

Super Bowl XLII had it all—suspense, action, 
drama, underdog heroics. You name it and it was 
there as if scripted by Hollywood. Then again it does- 
n't take much to rile up the cheap seats. 

On one side there was the city-slicker quarterback 
Tom Brady (supermodel girlfriend and all) who took 
his Patriots through an undefeated 18-0 season. Brady 
led the league with 50 touchdown passes in the regular 
season—an NFL record—and was primed for his 
fourth ring at the ripe age of 30. 

In the opposite corner was the hillbilly swaggering 
Giant QB Eli Manning whose pale complexion is due 
to living in the shadow of his older brother Peyton 
Manning, who won the Super Bowl last year with his 
Indianapolis Colts and earned the game Most Valuable 
Player Award. 

Where Brady was New England’s golden boy, Eli 
Manning was New York’s goat. 

Manning led the league with 27 interceptions in the 
regular season and was practically run out of the city 
along with Giant head coach Tom Coughlin after the 
team lost its first two—nearly three—games and made 
it into the big game as the lowest seeded wild card 
draw.

Giant upset of a perfect season 
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Townships are not treated 
equally as many other municipali- 
ties in Michigan. Perhaps it’s a fact 
that the majority of them are in 
rural—or in the case of Canton, Plymouth and 
Northville, formerly rural—areas. It could stem from 
the fact that they don’t provide the same kinds of serv- 
ices that cities and villages are required to—most of 
their roads are maintained by their respective coun- 
ties. They are, traditionally, more sparsely populated 
than denser urban areas, too. 

Whatever the case, they tend to be treated as sec- 
ond-class citizens and Patterson has done his best dur- 
ing his time in Lansing to reverse that, not just because 
he lives in a township, but because he sees it as a fair- 
ness issue. 

That’s why it’s important he’s picked up this legisla- 
tion and tried to get it approved by both chambers and 
signed into law. It’s not just a knee-jerk reaction to a 
rumor, it’s something that makes sense and needs to be 
done. As it stands now, the people living on the 
Northville Township site have more voting rights in the 
suggested annexation issue than do the officials in 
charge of overseeing the township. As Patterson said: 
“That’s just not right.” 

His legislation would give township officials a say in 
the matter and making them more equal to their city 
counterparts. It’s a good thing to do and the right time 
to do it. 








In the end it was the good ole 
boy Manning that came out on top 
and, like his brother a year ago, 
was named the game’s MVP. Heck, 
with all of his southern shyness, you’d almost expect an 
‘aw shucks’ or ‘golly, gee’ as he stepped up to the podi- 
um to hoist the Lombardi Trophy over his head and 
take possession of the keys to his brand new Cadillac 
Escalade—like he couldn't afford to buy one himself— 
as the most valued player. 

Well he deserves it all. 

In the weeks leading up to the game J, like many 
fans of the sport, was torn between teams to cheer for. 
I realized that it was one of those rare moments where 
fans of the game couldn't lose. 

If the Patriots won, we would have witnessed the

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ommittee advises limit 
of 4 dogs per household

Members of the Van Buren Township 
Public Safety Committee agree that there 
shouldn't be a limit on the number of dogs 
per household. 

Rather than focusing a proposed ordi- 
nance change on limiting the number of 
dogs per household, the focus should be 
tougher penalties for irresponsible owners, 
~ the committee members agreed. 

“Personally, I haven’t made a decision 
one way or another,” said Andrea Gornick, 
chairperson of the committee. “I’m a pet 
owner I have two dogs and if someone told 
me I could only have one, I’d have to pick 
and choose and that'd be difficult, so I hear 
and feel what people are saying.” 

Currently, the township has no limit on 
the number of animals per household, but 
the goal of animal control ordinance 
changes would be to better manage dogs 
more effectively than the existing ordinance 
allows, officials said. 

“We’re getting bigger and we need to 
update the ordinance to get in line with 
other communities,” said Capt. Greg 
Laurain of the public safety department. 
“The tide has turned, though, to more 
enforcement and making that the focus.”

The first draft of proposed changes sug- 
gested three dogs per household. The sec- 
ond draft suggests four—with more dogs 
allowed on a special approval exemption 
basis. Residents can apply and present the 
case to the committee for review, Gornick 
sald. 

“There will probably be another draft for 
this ordinance, yet,’ she said. “We'll proba- 
bly still hear from more dog owners and res- 
cues, too.”’ 

It was also suggested that certain shelters 
or rescues were being targeted, however, 
officials insisted the changes were not 
intended to ban any particular breed of dog. 
Shelters and rescues have not been decided 
upon, they said. 

Laurain said the police department does- 
n't really receive many complaints or 
reports from the area shelters. 

‘We don’t have many problems (with shel- 
ters), he said. 

The next township public safety commit- 
tee meeting will take place at 5:30 p.m. on 
Tuesday when officials will review the ordi- 
nance policy in regard to shelters/rescues. 

‘Vaybe we need to be innovative,’ said 
Laurain. 

“We’re only a recommending body. We 
can either support or not support an idea, 
but we don’t make policy,’ added Gornick.

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Over Her 
Dead Body 
offers little 


Its hard to expect much from a 
romantic comedy in which pre- 
views showcase a ghostly bride cri- 
tique the make-out session 
between her former fiancé and the 
new woman in his life. 

That’s probably a good thing 
since in Over Her Dead Body, that’s 
precisely what you get—not much. 

Ashley (Lake Bell), a 
caterer/psychic, is startled to open 
her apartment door to find two 
strangers, Henry (Paul Rudd) and 
Chloe (Lindsay Sloane), looking for 
her help. Years before, Henry’s 
flancee Kate. (Eva Longoria 
Parker) had been killed in a freak 
accident involving a falling angel 
statue on what was to have been 
their wedding day and he couldn't 
recover from her loss. His sister, 
Chloe, eventually tires of his 
brooding and bullies him into 
meeting with the spiritualist in the 
hopes of finding him a sense of clo- 
sure. 

The strong-willed Kate, howev- 
er. has some problems of her own. 
After her death, she was brought 
into a pure white room to speak 
with a woman, presumably an 
angel. Self-centered, bossy, and 
rude, Kate can't be bothered to lis- 
ten. She winds up back on earth 
with work to do and no idea what it 
is or how to do it. With nothing else 
to do, she decides to look out for 
Henry’s best interests. Heaven 
help any woman who tries to come 
between her and her fiance in any 
way. 

As suits a screwball comedy, 
chaos ensues as Ashley and Henry 
attempt to cope with the situation. 
A tangential—and wholly forget- 
table—subplot involving Ashley’s 
business partner and longtime 
friend, Dan (Jason Biggs), is thrust 
on audiences near the end of the 
film. 

Its a movie that would be hard 
to describe without one simple 
sound—‘Eahhhn’’. It is a so-so film 
no matter how you slice it. Some 
audiences have criticized it, cor- 
rectly, for being derivative and pre- 
dictable. The story is as shallow as 
the proverbial mud puddle and 
spends a lot of time treading water 
with excess scene footage. 

For all that, the casting helps 
save the film and imbue it with 
some simple charm. Lake Bell, 
who is best known for stints on tel- 
evision programs including Boston 
Legal and The Practice, shines in 
the role of Ashley. Although the 
plot gives her character little 
depth, she forces the character of 
Ashley to become interesting, well 
rounded, and believable.

Famed Alvin Ailey dancers visit students

Dance should be given back to 
the people. 

That’s what the late Alvin 
Ailey, the founder of the Alvin 
Ailey American Dance Theater, 
told anyone who would listen 
during the thousands of perform- 
ances of his revolutionary mod- 
ern ballet repertory troupe. 

Last week, the four members 
of the dance theater gave back 
their formidable skills for mod- 
ern dance at a performance and 
demonstration at Inkster High 
School. The district had request- 
ed the theater come to the high 
school as part of the overall arts 
program, said Superintendent of 
Schools Tom Maridada. 

Members of the dance theater 
were in town for a limited 
engagement at the Detroit Opera 
House, and visited about 10 high 
schools as part of the ongoing 
education initiative, said Hope 
Boykin, a dancer with the group. 

“Mr. Ailey believed dance 
came from the people, and there- 
fore, it needs to be given back,” 
said Boykin, who has been a 
dancer with the theater for eight 
years. 

“Tf we didn’t go to schools, stu- 
dents who have inside of them a 
passion for modern dance may 
not even know it, especially if 
they don’t have the resources to 
attend a performance.” 

During the presentation, 
which involved snippets of vari- 
ous dance sequences choreo- 
graphed by Ailey and other past 
and present members of the the- 
ater, the four dancers performed 
with students to demonstrate the 


basics of how a performance 
comes together, from the chore- 
ography to the finished show. 

On the school stage, Boykin 
led a group of students through 
some moves, and asked them to 
introduce steps, which she then 
choreographed into an overall 
routine. 

‘We find that some of the stu- 
dents are shy at first, but we 
were able to get some of them on 
stage, which means they’re lis- 
tening to us,’ Boykin said. 


Many milestones 

Alvin Ailey, and African 
American dancer who grew up 
in Rogers, Texas, founded his 
dance troupe as the American 
Ballet Theater in 1958. It was the 
first group that consisted mainly 
of African American dancers, 
and went on to acclaim on both 
the national and world stage. 

‘We were the first dance the- 
ater allowed in Russia in the 
1970s,” Boykin told the students. 

Some of the performances 
include Ailey’s tour de force 
‘Revelations,’ which he choreo- 
graphed in 1960. The perform- 
ance highlights some of the 
things Ailey saw growing up in 
Texas, including the role of the 
church, and discrimination. 

Other include ‘Groovin’ to 
Nobody’s Business,” a ballet 
written about the goings-on on a 
New York City subway. 

Antonio Douthit, who along 
with Boykin and dancers Tina 
Monica Williams and Abdur- 
Rahim Jackson appeared at the 
school, said that dance themes 
aren't always Serious. 

Ailey died in 1989. He left the 
theater in the hands of Judith 


Jamison, a world-renowned 
dancer and choreographer, and 
the theater has expanded. 

Today, the theater employs 30 
dancers, 15 male and 15 female. 


Master class 
After the performance and 
demonstration, members of the 
Inkster High School Dance team 
and a handful of other high 


school students were invited to — 


attend a master class taught by 
Boykin. 

“Being able to teach students 
is wonderful,” she said. 

When teaching a class, the 
dancers always look for boys who 
have talent because the field of 
dance doesn't have many men... 

“When you talk to women, 
they've been dancing since they 
were about 3 years old,” she said. 
‘With the men, they usually start 
when they’re older — or when 
they are old enough to make a 
decision that this is something 
they’d like to pursue.” 

School visits comprise a big 
part of an Ailey dancer’s day, 
Boykin said. The dancers are 


committed to the school visits 


through the Ailey Arts in 
Education and Community 
Program, which exposes stu- 
dents who otherwise may not see 
a performance to dance. 

The high school students, who 
learned to modify their move- 
ments, learned quite a bit from 
the class, such as remembering 
to stay in proper form even if 
they're the last dancers in line. 

Boykin said that is something 
that separates the good dancers 
from the great. “Always remem- 
ber that no matter where you are 
on stage, you're still in front.”

certain fun 


The perfect antidote for modern 
love skeptics, John Cariani’s 
Almost, Maine opens at Tipping 
Point Theatre just in time for 
Valentine’s Day. 

Directed by Christina Johnson, 
the light-hearted play explores the 
many different incarnations of love 
through eight, two-person 
vignettes, reminding us that what 
defines love is generally left up to 
the players themselves, and is 
rarely a one-sided story. 

The play opens with a shy young 
couple confessing their love for 
one another. When the girl 
(Courtney Myers) runs away from 
her boyfriend (Jeff Steger) in a flus- 
ter of confusion, the scene fades 
into another strange love story, 
between a woman (Jennifer Lee- 
Steger) still clinging to her dead 
husband’s memory, and the 
stranger (Joseph Albright) who 
falls in love with her. 

With each vignette, another sea- 
son of love is explored, following 
the residents of the fictional north- 
ern town of Almost through 
courtships, marriage and heart- 
break. Audience members find 
themselves swept up in the strange 
aim of cupid’s arrow, and sur- 
prised again and again by the phe- 
nomenon of modern couples actu- 
ally getting it right, and making it 
work. 

The theater itself is on the small 
side, with many patrons a mere 6 
feet from the actual stage. Rather 
than a detriment, the size of the 
venue actually helps create a cozy 
intimacy for the piece. Audience 
members find themselves feeling 
as if they are part of the action 
which, of course, they nearly are. 

Still, the space is well used and 
cleverly blocked, with silent stage- 
hands telling a mini-tale them- 
selves, gradually falling in love 
while moving around benches and 
ironing boards. Johnson is incredi- 
bly astute in this regard, and the 
play reverberates with her subtle 
direction, allowing the comic 
serendipity of falling in love to 
wind it’s way through the lives of 
the characters. 

The acting is also excellent, 
with each actor able to flesh out 
multiple roles nicely. While Myers 
is able to illuminate the hidden 
vulnerability of her characters, 
Lee-Steger’s brave fragility tugs at 
audience heartstrings. Jeff Steger 
brings impressive emotional range 
to his roles, while Albright’s engag- 
ing likeability is a natural scene- 
stealer. 

Admittedly, this is not a play for 
the tragically hip, those scoffing 
refugees reared on reruns of 
Seinfeld, who prefer their love 
Sopranos style, with lots of high 
drama and pot throwing. In the 
almost town of Almost, Maine, love 
is drawn in big loopy capital let- 
ters, and if it doesn’t conquer all 
then it, at least, is the uncontested 
champion. 

l’ll admit I was initially a little 
skeptical of so sunny a play, but if 
you can stifle your inner ironic 
imp, Almost scratches a nearly for-

Terrorists and super-villains 
beware: Captain America is back. 
Marvel Comics named the suc- 
cessor to Steve Rogers—who held 
the title since he was created about 
60 years ago—this month as part of 
an ongoing storyline that has shak- 
en up the comic book industry. 
More than a year ago, Marvel 
shocked fanboys across the globe 
when Rogers was assassinated at 
the end of the Civil War story arc. 
Since then, the title has carried on 
without its lead figure—and it’s a 
testament to the skill of writer Ed 
Brubaker that the series has not 
suffered in the interim. If anything, 
it’s actually gained in popularity. 
This issue and its expected reve- 
lation is a perfect example of why. 
Shortly before Rogers’ death, 
Brubaker brought back his old 
partner, James ‘Bucky’ Barnes. 
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doesn’t work—she just couldn't 
overcome the mindless drivel that 
passed as her dialogue. It’s just one 
more of the many criticisms that 
could be lobbed at writer/director 
Jeff Lowell. Lowell has produced 
episodes of television programs 
such as Spin City, The Drew Carey 
Show, and the George Carlin Show 
in the past.

Presumed dead—as was Cap him- 
self—at the end of World War II, it 
turned out that Barnes had been 
rescued by Soviet officers, brought 
back, brainwashed and trans- 
formed into a highly skilled assas- 
sin code named The Winter 
Soldier. 

Brubaker introduced another 
facet to Barnes’ character, which is 
why Cap needed a partner to begin 
with. Rogers’ moral code prohibit- 
ed him from doing the kinds of 
things that soldiers in wartime are 
sometimes called on to do. Barnes 
took on those dark tasks. 

Rogers and his cast of secondary 
characters managed to track down 
Barnes and free him of his mind 
control. So when it became clear 
that Rogers was actually dead and 
Marvel would not bring him back to 
life—the fate of many other 
‘expired’ characters through the 
years—it was all but guaranteed 
who his successor would be, right? 


Captain America’s successor is named 


Brubaker, though, has shown 
that there’s still plenty of suspense 
in the journey even if you know the 
final destination. The pacing of this 
issue and the ultimate full-figure 
revelation—which doesn’t come 
until about halfway through—show 
why he is one of the top scribes in 
the Marvel bullpen. We catch 
glimpses of Barnes in his slightly 
altered uniform. His face is in 
shadows, but the star on his chest 
gleams in the half-light. He is reti- 
cent to take on the role of his men- 


tor, considered to be the greatest 


hero of all time. 

Brubaker will have plenty of 
fodder for storylines in the upcom- 
ing months and years. Barnes’ per- 
sona is darker than Rogers’. He has 
a pistol strapped to his hip, a knife 
and baton dangling from his belt. 
He is a grim face for grim times. 

The old Captain America may 
be dead, but the new one looks 
promising enough. 
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gotten itch, the one that really 
wants to believe in everlasting 
love, tucked away in the same clos- 
et where most adults keep their 
junior high love letters, and year- 
books where BFFs promised to 
KIT and swore never, ever to 
change. 

In this jaded social reality, the 
earnest hopefulness of Almost, 
Maine is. almost avante garde. See 
it and remember a time before Sex 
and the City and urbane independ- 
ence became the yardstick for 
healthy adult relationships.
